Secretary of War, In charge officially
of the national ceintery, gave to tne
United Daughters of the Confederacy,
In a letter to John Sharp Williams, who
had written at the Instance of Mrs
Thompson, permission to erect the
monument, inscriptions subject to ap¬
proval by the Secretary of War; and
the Inscriptions actually on the mon¬
ument as < reeled have been approved
by Bindley M. Garrison, present Sec¬
retary of War.

In lt'07 the committee had raised
quite a sum, but the magnitude of tne
work it had undertaken, and its sig¬
nificance, urew upon ii. The bodies
represented nearly, if not quite, every
State of the late Confederacy: the
monument was to he In the national
cemetery at Arlington, u memorial to
the rank and file of the whole Confed¬
erate army Hcnucst was therefore
made that the task be taken over by
the United Oaughters of the Coritea-
eracv, an organization with chapters
all over the South and In many North-
ern States. IAt their annual convention In 1907
the United Daughters of the Confed¬
eracy took over the work, organised
an Arlington Confederate Monument
Association of their own, and con¬
tinued the existing executive commit¬
tee at Washington, l.ater a commit-
tee on sign was formed.

in November, 1010, the following
members of the committee on design
convened at Washington; Mrs. Cor¬
nelia Branch Stone, chairman- Her.
it. 11. McKlni, I.*. !->., Mrs. Marlon But¬
ler.

Sir Moses Ejieklel, the great Virginia
sculptor, whose studio is In Home,
Italy, and who was then In Richmond,
was called before the committee. The
artist had never sought the committee,
but when called before It he had a de-
sign already In mind. This he outlined
as -i heroic-sized ligiire, typifying the
.iouih; in her extended right hand a
laurel wreath with which to crown the
dead; her left hand resting on a plow
stock, and underneath, on a circular
base, figures representing the heroism
.ind ascrllices of the men and women
of the South. The contract gave the
artist a free hand.

The completed monument, Including

the base of plinth, and thirty-two life-
si/.ed figures, all In full relief, sur-
rounding It, is entirely of bronze.

It stands upon a foundation of beau¬
tiful dark gray, highly polished Wood¬
stock granite. The liguro of the
South, tlio plow slock and sleklo and a
verso from the Scriptures constitute
the synthesis of the whole work. It
means, primarily, peace.
The South (in the monument) rests

her faith in the futuro on labor, while
,.»;o holds a laurel wreath to crown the
memory of her dead and wears, herself,
a wreath of olive leaves, sacred to Ml-
jucrvu, tlio goddess, who in tho sroup

Washington. June 3..Two railroad

presidents and one railroad lawyer
spent Ave hours to-day In pointing out
to tho Senate Interstate Commerce
Committee many objections thoy havo
found to features of the antitrust bills
now before Congress, which vitally af¬
fect common carriers. The railroad
men agreed there possibly was a need
for legi:dntIon designed to prevent
evils that appeared In the railroad af¬
fairs In the past, but they criticized
the methods proponed In the bill for
their correction.
Judge Hubert .S. Uovett, president of

the Union 1'aclllc. K. It Ulpley, presi¬
dent of tho Atchison, Topcka and Santo
fe, and A. H. Harris, general counsel
for the New York Central, wero tho
speakers. Other railroad men will ap¬
pear to-morrow.
"There Is no more reason to legislate

on the theory that all railroads are dis¬
honest than there Is to say that be¬
cause burglars operate after dark no¬
body shall be allowed out at night,"
was the way Judge Lovett summed up
his criticisms.

Jii'Iku IjOVfctt objected to the pro¬
vision prohibiting Interlocking direc¬
torates, and doubted the wisdom of
Klvint; to the Interstate Commereo
Commission broad powers over tho is¬
sue of railroad securities.

Washington. June 3..The House
Agricultural Committee to-night agreed
to report favorably the Lever bill, to
regulate dealings In cotton for future
delivery, with an amendment to tnx
so-called gambling transactions trans¬
ferred from tho domestic to a foreign
market.
The measure would levy a tax of one-

fifth of 1 per cent for each pound of
cotton Involved In any contract or sale
of cotton for futuro delivery made on
exchanges. It would provide for
standardization of cotton grades, ami
authorize tho Secretary of Agriculture
to designate from time to time what
markets shall bo considered bona fide
spot markets.
